over the 20-year period.

additional thousands of dollars have 
been expended for maintainance 
of 
streets out of waterworks money. The 
voter and the publicity committee of

street maintainance money had 
not 
been derived from water works pro­ 
fits, it would have had to be raised by 
direct levy.

If the rates in Sikeston on water 
are out of line, they might be compar­ 
ed with those charged in Cape Girar­ 
deau.

To The Voters of Sikeston 


E have before us a letter, a copy of 
which you have no doubt 
received, 
sent out by the 
“Citizens’ 
Organization 
Opposing City Light Plant’’. Among other 
things it says that “Naturally, all of 
us 
want to do what is the best thing for the 
city, but we are not favorable to this large 
bond issue at this time’’. 
This argument 
against a bond issue was first used when 
Caesar proposed a bond issue to build 
a 
bridge across the Rubicon and has 
been 
the old faithful opposition argument ever 
since. 
We dare say that there never has 
been a bond issue proposed but what this 
argument was brought forth in the ab­ 
sence of something real. 


If there ever was a favorable time to 
issue bonds and build a plant, that time 
is now present. 
The bond market is in 
the healthiest condition 
in 
years 
and 
bonds can now be sold 
most 
advantage­ 
ously. 
At the same time general business 
conditions are such that 
the 
machinery 
can be purchased and erected at the low­ 
est cost in several years. 
This same old 
argument. 


It was used in opposition to the issu­ 
ance of bonds for our own 
water works, 
our streets, our sewers, our fire depart­ 
ment and what not. 
It was bought for­ 
ward in opposition to the bond issues to 
build Missouri’s highways. 
It was said 
that gas tax and license tax 
would 
not 
take care of these bonds 
and 
that they 
would ultimately have to be paid by direct 
tax levy. 
But such dire predictions have 
proved false. 
The same argument is used 
in this letter and an attempt is made 
to 
scare one by the bogy man 
direct taxa­ 
tion. 


There is one big difference between 
a bond issue of this kind and a 
bond is­ 
sue for schools, streets, sewers, 
etc., 
in 
that the proceeds are invested in a rev­ 
enue producing plant that will carry 
it­ 
self along without any taxation and pro­ 
duce revenue besides. 
The State of Mis­ 
souri recognizes this distinction if’ that it 
will allow a municipality th»- size of Sik- 
estcn to bond itself in excess of -V 
pro­ 
vided the funds are used for purposes of 
this kind. 
The committee appointed by 
the Mayor investigated this matter thor­ 
oughly anti in a very conservative report 
.«ay that the plant will pay handsomely, as 
other plants all over the State are doing. 
H a s the Citizens’ Organization Opposing 


City Light Plant investigated the proposi­ 
tion to the extent that they can disprove 
the figures submitted by the Mayor’s com­ 
mittee? 
Have they any real genuine ar­ 
guments against 
the 
erection 
t f this 
plant? They state in the 
opening 
para­ 
graph of the letter that they were organ­ 
ized for the purpose of “furnishing 
any 
available 
information 
possible’’. 
Well, 
why don’t they furnish it then? 
We have 
always been of the opinion that this pro­ 
position was one which should stand the 
strictest investigation and criticism 
and 
if the Citizns’ Organization Opposing City 
Light Plant has any information of any 
value they owe it to the voter to put it be­ 
fore them. 
This “bogy man and natural­ 
ly agin’ it stuff” won’t go. 


About the water plant. 
In 1909, 
the 
city did vote $30,000.00 for a water plant 
and the same old arguments that are be­ 
ing used against the light plant were used 
against the building of the 
water 
plant. 
But it was built and no one is sorry. 
The 
intent of the letter seems to be to convey 
the impression that the water plant has 
been a financial failure. 
The 
facts 
are 
that the annual profits are now 
around 
$7,000.00 per year and in 
addition 
the 
plant furnishes free fire protection. This 
protection costs the citizens of Blytheville. 
Ark., $50.00 per year for each fire plug. 
If our plant was privately owned like the 
one in Blytheville, the city would 
have 
to pay $5300.00 per year for fire 
protec­ 
tion which it now gets free. 
If the pro­ 
fits of the water plant had been used 
to 
liquidate the bonds, they would have been 
paid off long ago but this money is put in­ 
to the general revenue funds and is used 
for general city purposes. In other words, 
if the water plant did not furnish tht* city 
$7000.00 per year 
profit, 
the 
property 
owners would have to be taxed tnis much 
additional to make up 
the 
deficit. 
The 
water plant instead of being a failure, as 
implied, is very successful and Sikeston is 
fortunate in being s o situated that both 
plants can be operated together. 


The Mayor's committee made a thor­ 
ough investigation of the possibilities of 
this plant and after so doing reached the 
conclusion that it was quite feasible 
to 
install and operate this plant and tha* it 
would be very profitable to the 
city. 
If 
the voters of Sikeston will go 
over and 
check this report carefully, they will 
no 
doubt reach the same conclusion.

“Soil fertility it the best Insurance 
against crop failure and damage by 
adverse weather conditions,” snvs I* 
B. Miller of the University of Illinois. 
He state* that a good crop rotation, 
systematically handled and reinforced 
as needed with mineral and organic 
fertilizers, constitutes a crop insur 
ance policy which guarantees greater 
dividends thnn the annual premiums 
amount to. 
Many years of cropping on Illinois 
farms and on the soil experiment 
fields of the agricultural college have 
shown that In the average or normal 
seasons farming of this sort pays re 
turns greater than the cost, he re 
ported. 
When the unfavorable season comes 
along the soil fertility crop Insurance 
prevents disaster and hardships In 
much the same way that fire or theft 
Insurance do when a loss Is suffered. 
There Is the added advantage that the 
crop insurance has been paying Its 
way as It went along. True enough, 
there are extreme conditions and ocea 
alonal crop failure* in spite of the 
best practices known, but the odds are 
greatly In favor of the well managed, 
well fertilized farm. 


Getting Chaff in Wool 
Quite Costly Mistake 
Farmer« might as well throw away 
20 i>er cent of their wool as to allow 
the fleece* to become tilled with chaff, 
seeds and burrs during the winter, ac­ 
cording to H. G. Zavoral, extension 
live stock specialist, university farm, 
St. Paul, who saya that too much wool 
is being discounted because growers 
do not take sufficient pains to keep 
the fleeces clean. 
Wool containing 
foreign material has to be put through 
an extra process for cleaning which, 
according to wool buyers, costs ap­ 
proximately 20 per cent of the value 
of the wool, or from 5 to 8 cents a 
pound. 
When such feeds as hay, straw and 
oatg are thrown over the sheep, chaff 
and hulls fall Into the wool. 
For this 
reason, feed and bedding either should 
be provided while the sheep are away 
from the barns or racks, or else care 
should be taken not to carry or throw 
the hay or bedding over the backs of 
the animals. 
Hacks for feeding rough­ 
age should be constructed with the 
sides vertical Instead of sloping. 
If 
racks slope in at the bottom, the 
roughage will be eaten from the bot­ 
tom of the rack, causing chaff and 
dirt to sift down on top of the animals. 


Starting a Rhubarb Bed 
Is Not Difficult Task 
A rhubarb plantation may be start­ 
ed from seed or by planting divisions 
of the crowns. Although It Is cheaper 
to grow the plants from seed, there 
are two Important disadvantages In 
this method. The principal objection 
Is that only a small percentage of the 
seedlings come true to type, accord­ 
ing to C. B. Sayre, University of Illi­ 
nois. These desirable seedlings should 
be transplanted 
to 
the permanent 
plantation when a year old and the 
Inferior seedlings dug out 
or 
de­ 
stroyed. Thus, It requires an addi­ 
tional year to establish a rhubarb 
plantation when the plants are grown 
from seed. 
Plants propagated by dividing the 
old crowns will come true to type. 
This method of starting rhubarb gen­ 
erally is preferred. 
Uhubarb should 
be divided and replanted every five 
cxr six years. In dividing the old 
crowns for replanting, four to six 
pieces can be made from each crown. 
Each division should have at least one 
strong bud and a good sized piece of 
root. The larger the piece, the more 
vigorous the early growth will he be­ 
cause of the food material stored In 
the roots.

read “Danger, Live Wire”. One out 
of every ten people over twenty-one 
cannot write. 
The percentage of il­ 
literacy in our country is greater than 
that in England, Germany, Switzer­ 
land, Norway, Denmark and Japan. 
President Hoover has taken a vital 
and personal interest in the work of 
the National Advisory Committee on 
Uliterary and is himself financing 
a 
school for illiterates in the Apalach- 
ian Mountains, where several months 
ago he found out from a 
boy, 
who 
brought him an oppossum. the great 
number of uneducated people 
there 
were in certain sections of our coun­ 
try. 


Hon. Uel W. Lamkin, of Maryville, 
has been appointed Chairman of the 
Missouri Commitee on Illiteracy. 
It 
is hoped that the committee will find 
it possible to meet in the very near 
future and that it will evolve a quick 
and practical solution of the problem 
o f ¡literacy in Missouri. 
The National Advisory Committei 
on Illiteracy has offered to the Hon) 
Charles A. Lee, to Hon. Uel W. Lam­ 
kin, and to the members of this Com­ 
mittee, a Manual of twenty-four le.ss-i 
ens, the completing of which will en­ 
able the average illiterate to read and 
write. 
This has been demonstrated in 
several 
States. 
The 
Manual

compiled, 
after a very careful study 


of the campaigns waged against illi­ 
teracy in other States, and makes the 
lessons learned in those 
campaigns 
available to whoever would like to use 
them. 
It wil be furnished by the Na­ 
tional Committee to any local organi­ 
zation at the mere cost of printing, 
or a single copy

furnished 
without charge 
and

be printed locally.

The Sikeston Laundry 


\ A / E have before us a letter, a copy of 
which you have no doubt 
received, 
sent out by the “Citizens’ Organization 
Opposing City Light Plant“. Among other 
things it says that “Naturally, all of 
us 
want to do what is the best thing for the 
city, but we are not favorable to this large 
bond issue at this time“. This argument 
against a bond issue was first used when 
Caesar proposed a bond issue to build a 
bridge across the Rubicon and has 
been 
the old faithful opposition argument ever 
since. 
We dare say that there never has 
been a bond issue proposed but what this 
argument was brought forth in the ab­ 
sence of something real. 


If there ever was a favorable time to 
issue bonds and build a plant, that time 
is now present. 
The bond market is in 
the healthiest condition 
in 
years 
and 
bonds can now be sold most advantage­ 
ously. At the same time general business 
conditions are such that the machinery 
can be purchased and erected at the low­ 
est cost in several years. 
This same old 
argument. 


It was used in opposition to the issu­ 
ance of bonds for our own water works, 
our streets, our sewers, our fire depart­ 
ment and what not. 
It was bought for­ 
ward in opposition to the bond issues to 
build Missouri’s highways. 
It was said 
that gas tax and license tax 
would 
not 
take care of these bonds and that they 
would ultimately have to be paid by direct 
tax levy. 
But such dice predictions have 
proved false. The same argument is used 
in this letter and an attempt is made to 
scare one by the bogy man—direct taxa­ 
tion. 


There is one big difference between 
a bond issue of this kind ami a bond is­ 
sue for schools, streets, sewers, etc., 
in 
that the proceeds are invested in a rev­ 
enue producing plant that will carry 
it­ 
self along without any taxation and pro­ 
duce revenue besides. 
The State of Mis­ 
souri recognizes this distinction in that it 
will allow a municipality th** size of Sik­ 
eston to bond itself in excess of -V* pro­ 
vided the funds are used for purposes of 
this kind. 
The committee appointed by 
the Mayor investigated this matter thor­ 
oughly and in a very conservative report 
-ay that the plant will pay handsomely, as 
other plants all over the State are doing. 
Has the Citizens’ Organization Opposing 


City Light Plant investigated the proposi­ 
tion to the extent that they can disprove 
the figures submitted by the Mayor’s com­ 
mittee? 
Have they any real genuine ar­ 
guments against 
the 
erection 
cf this 
plant? They state in the opening para­ 
graph of the letter that they were organ­ 
ized for the purpose of “furnishing any 
available 
information 
possible”. 
Well, 
why don’t they furnish it then? We have 
always been of the opinion that this pro­ 
position was one which should stand the 
strictest investigation and criticism 
and 
if the Citizns’ Organization Opposing City 
Light Plant has any information of any 
value they owe it to the voter to put it be­ 
fore them. This “bogy man and natural­ 
ly agin' it stuff” won't go. 


About the water plant. 
In 1909, the 
city did vote $30,000.00 for a water plant 
and the same old arguments that are be­ 
ing used against the light plant were used 
against the building of the water plant. 
But it was built and no one is sorry. The 
intent of the letter seems to be to convey 
the impression that the water plant has 
been a financial failure. 
The facts are 
that the annual profits are now 
around 
$7,000.00 per year and in 
addition 
the 
plant furnishes free fire protection. This 
protection costs the citizens of Blytheville, 
Ark., $50.00 per year for each fire plug. 
If our plant was privately owned like the 
one in Blytheville, the city would 
have

The problem of finding clean ground 
and keeping It free from disease germs 
la a difficult one under average farm 
conditions, but It la a sure road to 
success. 


Prevent Cannibalism 
Cannibalism may develop In a large 
bunch of chicks, no matter how com­ 
pletely fed or how free from parasites. 
The liberal use of tar Is about as effec­ 
tive as anything In checking It. Watch 
many times a day for those that have 
Iteen picked enough to draw blood and 
daub the tar on the wounds. If you 
can find something that the chicks dts. 
like the taste of more than tar, use It. 
If that fails try paring off the point 
of the upper mandible, using cart not 
to fa t too deep.

"Soil fertility It the beet Insurance- 
■gainst crop failure and damage by 
adverse weather conditions," says L. 
B. lllller of the University of Illinois. 
Be states that a good crop rotation, 
systematically handled and reinforced 
aa needed with mineral and organic 
fertilizers, constitutes a crop insur 
ance policy which guarantees greater 
dividends than the annual premiums 
amount to. 
Many years of cropping on Illinois 
farms and on the soil experiment 
fields of the agricultural college have 
shown that In the average or normal 
seasons farming of this sort pays re­ 
turns greater than the cost, he re 
ported. 
When the unfavorable season comes 
along the soil fertility crop insurance 
prevents disaster and hardships In 
much the name way that fire or theft 
Insurance do when a loos la suffered. 
There la the added advantage that the 
crop Insurance has been paying Its 
way aa It went along. True enough, 
there are extreme conditions and occa­ 
sional crop failures In spite of the 
best practices known, but the odds are 
greatly in favor of the well managed, 
well fertilised farm.

Getting Chaff in Wool 
Quite Costly Mistake 
Farmers might as well throw away 
90 per cent of their wool as to allow 
the fleeces to become filled with chaff, 
aaada and hurra during tha winter, ac­ 
cording to H. O. Zavoral, extension 
live stock specialist, university farm, 
St Paul, who says that too much wool 
la being discounted because growers 
do not tnke sufficient pelna to keep 
the fleeces daan. Wool containing 
foreign material has to be pot through 
an extra process for cleaning which, 
according to wool buyers, costs ap­ 
proximately 20 per cent of the value 
of the wool, or from 5 to 8 cents a 
pound. 
When such feeds as hay, straw and 
•eta are thrown over the eheep, chaff 
and hulls fall Into tho wool. For thla 
reason, feed and bedding either should 
he provided while the sheep are away 
from the barns or racks, or elsa care 
■hould be taken not to carry or throw 
tha hay or bedding over the backs of 
the animals. Hacks for feeding rough, 
age should ba constructed with the 
aides vertical Instead of sloping. If 
racks slope In at the bottom, the 
roughage will be eaten from the bot­ 
tom of the rack, causing chaff and 
dirt to alft down an top of the animals. 


Starting a Rhubarb Bed 
Ib Not Difficult Task 
A rhubarb plantation may ha start- 
ad from aead or by planting divisions 
of the crowns. Although It la cheaper 
to grow tha plants from aeed, there 
are two Important disadvantages In 
this method. The principal objection 
la that only a small percentage of the 
aeedllnga come true to type, accord­ 
ing to C. B. 8ayrt, University of Illi­ 
nois. These desirable seedlings should 
be transplanted to the permanent 
plantation when a year old and the 
Inferior aeedllnga dug out or de­ 
stroyed. Thus, it requires an addi­ 
tional yaar to sstabllah a rhubarb 
plantation when the plants are grown 
from aeed. 
Plants prapaaaltd by dividing tha 
aid crowns will come true to type. 
Thla method of startlag rhubarb gen­ 
erally la preferred. Rhubarb should 
he divided and replanted every five 
or six years, la dividing the old 
crowns for replanting, four to alx 
pieces can ha mads from each crown. 
Bach division should have at laaat one 
strong hod tad n good stzed piece of 
root Tho larger tha place, tha more 
vigorous tho early growth will bo be­ 
comes of tho food material stored In 
the roeta.

According to the Census figures of 
1920. five million adults in the Unit* 
ed States were illiterate. One out of 
every fourteen people of voting age 
cannot read the warning sign on a 
poisoned well; cannot read "Do Not 
Smoke, 
Explosives 
Near"; 
cannot 
read “Danger, Live Wire". One out 
o f every ten people over twenty-one 
cannot write. 
The percentage of il­ 
literacy in our country is greater than 
that in England, Germany, Switzer­ 
land, Norway, Denmark and Japan. 
President Hoover has taken a vital 
and personal interest in the work of 
the National Advisory Committee on 
Illiterary and is himself financing a 
school for illiterates in the Apalach- 
ian Mountains, where several months 
ago he found out from a boy, who 
brought him an oppossum, the great 
number of uneducated people 
there 
■were in certain sections of our coun­ 
try. 
Hon. Uel W. Lamkin. of Maryville, 
has been appointed Chairman of the 
M issouri Commitee on Illiteracy. 
It 
is hoped that the committee will find 
it possible to meet in the very near 
future and that it will evolve a quick 
and practical solution of the problem 
of iliteracy in Missouri. 
The National Advisory Committee 
on Illiteracy has offered to the Hon) 
Charles A. Lee, to Hon. Uel W. Lam­ 
kin, and to the members of this Com­ 
mittee, a Manual of twenty-four less­ 
ens, the completing of which will en­ 
able the average illiterate to read and 
write. This has been demonstrated in 
several 
States. 
The 
Manual 
was 
compiled, after a very careful study 


of the campaigns waged against illi­ 
teracy in other States, and makes the 
lessons learned in those 
campaigns 
available to whoever would like to use, 
them. It wil be furnished by the Na- ■ 
tional Committee to any local organi­ 
zation at the mere cost of printing, 
or a single copy 
will be furnished i 
without charge 
and 
can 
then 
be 
be printed locally. 
Mrs. Rubye Thompson of Charles­ 
ton is district member of the Missou­ 
ri committee. 
The committee has prepared a list; 
of illiterates by counties. 
Scott has1 
a fair record in that only 526 persons 
are listed as illiterates.

Girardeau County 1173, Stoddard 1,- 
259, Butler 1357, New Madrid Coun­ 
ty 1860, Dunklin 2062 and Pemiscot 
2403. 
Sikeston is credited with 98 illiter­ 
ates.

There is a hopeful sign noticeable 
in the illiteracy problem in Missouri, 
in that the percentage has decreased 
4.3 in 1910 to 3 per cent in 1929.

of Colorado, Iowa, Oregon, South Da­ 
kota, Vermont, Utah 
and Wyoming 
together.
